The alliance—and the deter-

In Boston, the committee was 
informed savings resulted from 
reductio€& in the election offi- 
cials’ salaries. There, as in other 
cities, use of the voting ma- 
chines has enabled consolida- 
tion of precincts and the use of 
fewer officials in the polling 
places. 

Use of voting machines in St. 
Louis was authorized in a bill 
passed by the Missouri Legis- 
lature last spring and subse- 
quently approved by Gov. Phil 
M. Donnelly. 

Members of the special com- 
mittee are election board mem- 
bers Daniel J. Nack (Dem.) and 
Isaac C. Orr (Rep.), Chief Clerk 
Joseph P. Uxa and Assistant 
Chief Clerk John J. Kelly. 

21 Cities Questioned. 

Boston was the first city vis- 
ited by the group, although ques- 
tionnaires have been sent elec- 
tion officials in 21 cities, seek- 
ing information as to their ex- 
periences in the use of voting 
machines. Answers have been 
received from about half the 
cities contacted. a 

Savings are reported by some 
through use of the machines, 
both Nack and Uxa said, while 
others report no savings. No def- 
inite figures as to the amount 
of savings resulting from instal- 
lation of the machines have been 
received from any of the cities. 

Kept at Polling Places. 

Election officials in the east- 
ern city reported they had cut 
operating costs to aminimum by 
storing most of the machines 
permanently at the polling 
places, the great majority of 
which are in public buildings, 
schools and churches. Thus, 
they eliminated the cost of stor- 
age and transportation. 

This, Uxa said, seems to be 
the determining factor as to 
whether use of the machines will 
result in a savings. The com- 
mittee will check carefully into 
the matter of storage of ma- 
chines here, if they are ob- 
tained.

stricter set of rules against 
unions. 


Management groups, on the 
other hand, don’t feel the NLRB 
is going nearly fast enough in 
altering doctrines established by 
the old board under the Truman 
Administration. They regard 
many such policies as not fol- 
lowing the intent of the Taft- 
Hartley drafters.

To the layman it looks like the 
new board is hewing more strict- 
ly to the exact wording of the 
law. 

Farmer insists that neither 
management nor labor can look 
for favors from the new board. 

“We are not concerned,” he 
says, “whether the union or the 
employer triumphs in a labor 
dispute. We only insist that 
they observe the rules of the 
game. We cannot involve our- 


selves in labor or management's | 


objectives; we cannot be sad 
about their failures or happy 
about their successes.” 

One important policy change 
concerns employers questioning 
their workers about union sym- 
pathies. The old NLRB held 
that any such questioning was in 
itself ground for holding the

practice. But the new NLRB 
recently held it is not automat- 


ically illegal, indicating there | 


must be accompanying evidence 
that the information was used 
to discriminate against the work- 
ers giving it.

“the tax subsidies Idaho Power 


is asking for could cost taxpay- |. 


ers $30,000,000 in the first five 
years and enable the company to | 
reap long-range benefits 
amounting to $60,000,000 more | 
than the entire cost of the dams.” 

The Idaho Power application | 
Was made under what Magnuson 
called a “misguided interpreta- 
tion” of the rapid tax write-off | 
system.

A 300-yard- long, tree-lined 
terrace surrounds the tomb 
which fronts on a great public 
square the size of two football 
fields. Thousands will jam this 
square Tuesday when Ataturk’s 
body is moved from its tem- 
porary crypt. 

Dignitaries will accompany 
ithe casket, traveling the four 
‘miles between tombs on foot. 
The ceremonies will include full 
military honors for the man who 
ibuilt the modern army which 
freed Turkish soil of foreign 
occupation forces in the 20s. 

Ataturk threw ott the last of 
the Ottoman sultans, abolished 
the Moslem caliphate, barred the 
fez and the veil, replaced the 
old Arabic script with a new 
Latin alphabet and substituted 
Western legal codes for the an- 
cient law of the Koran.

New British Windmill Attracts 
U.S. as Cheap Electrical Source

CST ALBANS, — ENGLAND, 
Nov. 7—A new British attempt 
to harness the wind to provide | 
cheap electric power is arousing 
active interest in the United 
States. 

Tests will begin soon in a field 
near here on the first giant 
windmill of a new British design 
which makes use of recent tech- 
nical advances in electrical and 
aeronautical engineering. 

The new wind-driven genera- 
tor, slender and silver, stands 
100 feet above the surrounding 
countryside and carmes two 
giant blades like the blades of 
an airplane propeller with a 
span as wide as the wings of a 
huge airliner, 

The blades are hollow. As the 
wind turns them, centrifugal 
force throws air out of vents 
at the end of each blade, thus 
creating a vacuum in a chamber 


This vacuum in turn sucks up | 
a hurricane of air from vents | 
lower down the tower. It is this 
secondary hurricane, passing : 
through an air turbine, that gen- ' 
erates the power.

Overproduction, Dwindling 
Markets, High Costs and Low 


Prices Raise 


Grave Fears 


Except for Cattlemen, Farmers in Pretty Good 
Position and Not Hurt Yet, But Eisenhower 
Administration and Congress Still Must 
Try to Reconcile the Irreconcilable.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 7. 


RESIDENT EISENHOWER is approaching the end of his first year in 
office plagued with the perennial problem that confronted his Republican 
predecessors, Presidents Coolidge and Hoover—widespread discontent 


among American farmers. 


The situation that confronts him now is basically the same as that faced 
by his predecessors in the 1920s—American agriculture, vastly expanded to 
meet wartime and reconstruction needs, is producing far more farm products 


than can be profitably sold. 


For this problem there is no remedy at hand but production controls, 
and these, though welcomed by farmers in their immediate necessity, are 
anathema to President Eisenhower and his Secretary of Agriculture, Ezra 


Taft Benson, 

President Eisenhower and Secretary 
Benson have a commission at work trying 
to devise a new farm program and to 
reconcile the irreconcilable — the political 
commitments made in the 1952 campaign 
ang the economic realities of agriculture; 
for Candidate Eisenhower promised farm- 
ers that in his Administration there would 
be no regimentation of agriculture, and 
this year, in response to the pressures of 
economic reality, production controls are 
in force for five of the six crops desig- 
nated by law as “basic” farm commodities. 


Plan Ready in January. 

The farm commission, President Eisen- 
hower told his press conference this week, 
will be ready with its report when Con- 
gress meets in January and he promised 
it would come forward with a program 
that would be fair to agriculture and fair 
te consumers — a difficult balance to 


The current decline in the farmer’s 
position began under the Truman Admin- 
istration early in 1951. That was an ex- 
ceptionally good year for farmers, how- 
ever, with the parity ratio averaging 107 
on a scale in which 100 represents a 
tiitoretically ideal relationship between 
the prices received by farmers and the 
prices paid by farmers. The decline con- 
tinued through 1952 when the average 
parity figure was 102, and dropped below 
100 in the month ended Nov. 15. For that 
month it was 99. It now stands at 91. 

The issue is complicated because there 
is an economic farm problem and a po- 
litical farm problem and the two are often 
confused. 

Two prime factors contribute to the 
economic problem of the farmers—the 
loss of export markets after the war, 
and the cost-price squeeze in which the 
farmer is now operating. The prices he 
gets for his crops have been falling, his 
cost of operation has been going up. 

In recent years 50,000,000 acres of 
United States croplands have been planted 
to supply the export market and the ex- 
port market accounted for 10 per cent or 
more of total farm income. 

The importance of the export market to 
agriculture is emphasized by the fact that 
last year the United States shipped over- 
seas 25 per cent of its wheat, 19 per cent 
of its tobacco, 21 per cent of its cotton 
and 55 per cent of its rice. 

In the eight years ended last year for- 
eign markets absorbed one-third of the 
production of all American farms. Today 
they take about one-fifth. 

But the export market is rapidly disap- 
pearing as other nations of the world re- 
turn to more normal economies. For the 
fiscal year ended June 30, agricultural 
exports were down 31 per cent from the 
year before. 

Secretary Benson holds that there is 
actual need in the world for more of the 
goods produced on our farms. 

“The question is how to get the Amer- 
iean farmer and the world’s customers into 
the market place together so they can do 
business,” he says. 


Randall Commission Study. 

For the solution of this problem, Ben- 
son adds, the Administration is looking 
to the Foreign Economic Commission, 
headed by Clarence Randall, president of 

d Steel Corporation, which is now 
engaged in a study of the over-all problem 
of world trade. The commission “is to re- 
port to the President early next year. 

But if history is any guide, it would be 
{dale to rely very heavily on the report of 
atiy commission to stimulate’ world trade, 
which must contend with a chronic short- 
. age of dollars in foreign exchange, import 
quotas, exchange restrictions, and other 
« eurbs which make the exchange of goods 
among nations a difficult task. The large 
‘export market the farmer has enjoyed for 
more than a decade was sustained in large 
part by various government programs for 
aiding other nations which are now draw- 
ing to a close. 


and the trade agreements negotiated 
under it have tended to bring the United 
States position on foreign trade into line 
with its position as the world’s principal 
creditor nation, but there are restric- 
tions and curbs even here. 


In the long run, if we are to export 
our wheat, cotton, tebacco and other 
products, we must import from the coun- 
tries which buy them what they have 
to sell us. Exports must be paid for 
by imports or, as they were in large 
measure in the abnormal war and re- 
construction years, by American dol- 
lars given to other countries. 


In addition to the contraction of the 
foreign market, the American farmer is 
faced with a price-cost squeeze at home. 
His costs have risen, the prices he can 
get for his products have fallen. The re- 
sult is that he is now getting about 44 
cents of the dollar paid by the consumer 
for the products the farmer raises. The 
peak year for farmers in modern times 
was 1945, when his share of the consum- 
er’s dollar was 54 cents. 

Labor represents about half the cost of 
marketing food. Transportation accounts 
for about 12 per cent. The costs of both 
have risen sharply in recent years. 

Not only is the farmer getting less of 
the consumer’s dollar than he formerly 
did, but his own costs for labor, machin- 
ery, fertilizer and nearly everything else 
that he buys have risen. With the years 
1947-49 taken as 100, the index of prices 
paid by farmers has risen to 108, and the 
index of prices received by farmers has 
fallen to 97. 


Things Not Too Bad Now. 

The farm problem would be with us 
today, in pretty much its present form, if 
a Democratic administration had been 
elected a year ago. The disaster relief 
program for drouth-stricken areas might 
have been advanced a little sooner, and 
pressed a bit more vigorously, and admin- 
istered more generously, but the relief 
situation is something separate and apart 
from the basic problem, which is over- 
production. 

By any realistic economic standard, 
farmers are in a pretty good position 
right now. . This is not true of the 
cattlemen who have been hard hit by 
a combination of drouth and overpro- 
duction, but the “average” farmer, if 
there is any such, is still doing better 
than he has in most years other than 
the plush years of wartime pressure on 
the economy. 


The parity ratio, now at 91, is down 
about 10 points in the last year; but it 
is up 14 points from what it was in 
1939. It is only two points*below what 
it was in 1941. 

The parity ratio deals with prices. 
There are also data on incomes, which 
reflect not merely prices, but also vol- 
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ume produced. Farm income this year 
is computed at $12,500,000,000. That is 
down $4,274,000,000 from the postwar 
peak of 1947; down $1,00,000,000 from 
last year. In terms of the purchasing 
power of prewar dollars, it is within a 
shade of prewar income—$5,735,000,000 
for this year, and $5,764,000,000 for 1941 
—although farm population has declined 

18 per cent in those years, 

Or, to turn the statement around, the 
farmer these days has improved his lot 
since before the war by 18 per cent, in 
terms of constant dollars, and those 
years before the war were better years 
than the farmer had known for a long 
time. 

In 1940 farmers’ debts were twice 
their financial assets. ~In 1953 farmers 
as a group have liquid assets sufficient 
to pay off all their debts, including real 
estate debt. 

This is not to say that there is now no 
“farm problem.” It is simply to put a 
little economic perspective into the peren- 
nial farm problem, which is always with us. 

What the farmer fears today is not so 
much what has happened to him—which 
on the whole Its a relatively mild squeeze 
in cost-price reiationships — but what he 
is afraid is going to happen to him. That 
is what all the shooting is about. 

These fears are well grounded. Because 
of accumulated overproduction, the Com- 
modity Credit Corporation, the instrumen- 
tality through which farm prices are sup- 
ported, has acquired enormous surplus 


+ stocks which it cannot find markets for 


and cannot give away in sufficient quan- 
tities to make a meaningful contribution 
toward ridding the market of these over- 
hanging surpluses. 

The Commodity Credit Corporation had 
accumulated a net realized loss of $60,- 
000,000 in the prewar years from 1933 to 
1941. In the war years it realized a profit 
of $126,000,000. Between 1946 and the 
Korean outbreak in June 1950 it lost 
$701,000,000. Since Korea, the loss has 
been $502,000,000. For thé whole period, 
1933 to date, the net result has been a 
loss of $1,138,000,000. 

What the loss will be on the nearly 
$4,000,000,000 it has currently invested re- 
mains to be seen. 


Another Year of Support. 


The farm price support program as it 
is on the books is to continue through next 
year. This requires price support at 90 
per cent of parity for six basic crops — 
cotton, wheat, corn, rice, tobacco and pea- 
nuts. Other commodities can be sup- 
ported, in the discretion of the Secretary 
of Agriculture, to the limit of available 
funds. There is a group of designated 
non-basic commodities which the Secre- 
tary is required to support at levels rang- 
ing from 60 to 90 per cent of parity. These 
include wool and mohair, tung nuts, honey, 
milk and dairy products. Vast quantities 
of butter, cheese and dried milk have been 
acquired under this authority. 

In its price support operations the Com- 
modity Credit Corporation makes non- 
recourse loans to farms at the support 
level. Under this arrangement the farmer 
may store his crop for a year or more, 
and take his money in the form of a loan. 
If the price goes up during the year, he 
may sell his crop and repay the loan. If 
it doesn’t, or if it goes down, he just lets 
the Government keep his crop in pay- 
ment for the loan. 

Under this arrangement the Commodity 
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WHAT TO DO ABOUT IT? 


Credit Corporation, as of Aug. 31, had 
$1,326,283,233 outstanding in loans. Most 
of the loans were on four crops — corn, 
wheat, cotton and tobacco. 

At the same time, the CCC had an in- 


ventory of stored crops which it had either | 


bought in the first place or taken in sat- 
isfaction of loans totaling $2,416,109,759 at 
cost price to the corporation. 

Put together what the CCC has in loans 
and in inventory, and the total is $3,742,- 
393,992. 

That represents nearly a third of the 
total net farm income anticipated for this 
year or next. It represents more than 
6,000,000,000 bushels of wheat, or more 
than half a year’s production. It repre- 
sents more than 500,000,000 bushels of 
corn, about a sixth of a year’s production. 
It represents the equivalent of nearly 10,- 
000,000,000 pounds of whole milk, nearly 
10 per cent of a year’s milk production. 
It represents about 20 per cent of a year’s 
cotton consumption. 


What to Do With Them? 


It is the wheat, corn, cotton, tobacco, 
wool, oats, peanuts and other commod- 
ities, from turpentine to olive oil, hanging 
over the market, withdrawn from the op- 
eration of the law of supply and demand, 
that pose the farm problem and arouse 
the fears of farmers. What to.do with 
them? 

The CCC cannot dispose of them in 
normal market channels at less than the 
support price unless they are in danger 
of spoilage. 
school lunch program, or are purchased 
by the armed services, or are disposed of 
under foreign aid programs, but the bulk 
just piles up in warehouses. 

Twice before when the CCC found itself 
in this situation war intervened and the 
country was fortunate that its warehouses 
were filled at the outbreak of World War 
II and of the hostilities in Korea; but so 
far, in our experience, war is the only 
thing that empties the warehouses. 

As a step toward holding production In 
eheck, most of the so-called basic crops 
will be under some form of production 
control next year. Wheat farmers, it will 
be recalled, voted by an overwhelming 
margin in August for acreage allotments 
and marketing quotas intended to reduce 
next year’s wheat crop by 20 per cent. 

Acreage allotments and marketing 
quotas are a hand-in-glove device for con- 
trolling production. Under the law, the 
Secretary of Agriculture is required to fix 
acreage allotments whenever the supply 
on hand and in prospect reaches a level 
defined by statute to be critical. These 
allotments tell farmers how much of their 
land they can plant to the crop. 

If he also proclaims marketing quotas, 
which tell a farmer how many bushels he 
may sell, a vote is required. If the vote 
is against quotas, the®support price drops 
drastically. 

Under acreage allotments, the farmer is 
not compelled to limit his production, but 
if he plants more than his allotment, none 
of his crop is eligible for support. 


One Further Regulation. 

There is a further regulation which re- 
quires that the farmer who produces any 
one of the six designated basic crops — 
wheat, corn, cotton, tobacco, peanuts and 
rice — must observe any acreage allot- 
ments that are proclaimed or none of his 
crops will be eligible for support.

Example of Political Impact 


HERE are an economic farm problem and a political farm problem and the 
two are often confused. The potency of the political problem may be seen

Last year it was Eisenhower who captured the farm vote. His speech at 
Kasson, Minn., in which he said that not 90 per cent of parity but “full parity” 
was the objective, was widely,sinterpreted by farmers and Republican papers 
in the farm belt as a promise of price supports at 100 pér cent of parity. 
Eisenhower, later in the campaign, rejected this interpretation, as he did in — 
a recent press conference in Washington, but the vision of supports at 100 
per cent of parity lingered. Eisenhower carried outstate Missouri by more 
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farmer, where both acreage allotments 
and marketing quotas are in effect, cannot 
use any acres made idle by his reduced 
wheat planting to exceed his allotment for 
corn, where there will be acreage allot- 
ments but no marketing quotas. Corn has 
never had a marketing quota because so

, would be difficult to enforce. 


The corn allotment has not yet been an- 
nounced, but Benson has announced that 
it would in all probability be proclaimed. 
It is expected to aim at a 20 per cent re- 
duction in next year’s crop. 

Cotton farmers and peanut planters will 
both vote Dec. 15 on marketing quotas, 
and both are expected to accept them, as 
they have in the past. The cotton quota is 
aimed at bringing about a reduction of 
more than a third in next year’s crop. 

Rice is the only basic crop completely 
free of production controls. Some types 
of tobacco are grown under marketing 
quotas and some without quotas. 

All of the controls just mentioned have 
come into operation under the mandatory 
provisions of the farm law now on the 
books. They would have been invoked, no 
matter who was Secretary of Agriculture. 

Secretary Benson does not favor the 
fixed 90 per cent of parity support level 
for basic crops which is in the present law. 
He has been an advocate of a sliding scale 
of supports, from 70 to 90 per cent of 
parity, with the higher support level in 
operation when production is low, the 
lower support level when production is 
high. 

In his first speech as Secretary of Agri- 
culture, Benson said price supports should 
be used only as “disaster insurance” and 
not to encourage uneconomic overproduc- 
tion. Relief programs, he said, should be 
operated as such, and. not as an aid to the 
entire farming industry, and should be 
terminated when the emergency is over. 


Benson Has Some Leeway. 

Benson does have some leeway in deal- 
ing with the support levels of crops that 
are not designated as basic under the law. 
He has undertakefi to support at 85 per 
cent of parity oats, barley, rye and grain 
sorghums. He dropped the support level 
for flaxseed from 80 to 70 per cent. 

In the area where he had leeway, Ben- 
son’s most notable action was the decision 
last spring to continue for another year 


“the support of dairy products at 90 per 


cent of parity. This was to be a year of 
transition, and in the course of it the 
dairy industry was expected to propose a 
new plan of action. Benson warned that 
he would not continue to-support dairy 
products at 90 per cent of parity after 
next April 1. 

The best answer the industry seems to 
have come up with so far is that it wants 
another Secretary of Agriculture who will 
give it the support to which it would like 
to be accustomed.

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Who Gets Money 
From Beef on Hoof 
To Steak on Table 


SENATOR who comes from the 

cattle country, Lester Hunt 

(Dem.), Wyoming, recently got a 
breakdown from the Bureau of Agri- 
culture Economics on what happens 
to a hypothetical Wyoming steer of 
good grade, which sold on the hoof 
at the Omaha markét for 15% cents 
a pound and ended up as $1.09 por- 
terhouse steak on a Washington 
dinner table. 

This steer, whose name by coinci- 
dence was Ferdinand, weighed 700 
pounds, netted the rancher who 
raised him 13.8 cents a pound, after 
deducting transportation to the mar- 
ket and market commissions. 

He was bought by a feeder in 
Western Iowa, who fattened him for 
240 days and then sold him to a 
Chicago packer for 25% cents a 
pound. The feeder had spent more 
than $100 for feed and he, too, had 
transportation and commission ex- 
penses so that he had a net return 
of $46.80 on the animal he bought 
for 1542 cents a pound. Meantime, 
Ferdinand had gained 500 pounds. 

The packer who bought Ferdinand 
paid $285.60 for him, but the 1200 
pounds of Ferdinand produced only 
a little more than 600 pounds of sal- 
able meat, at $42 a hundred pounds. 
That is less than the animal cost the 
packer, but the packer got his profit 
from by-products, including hides 
and tallow. His profit was $1.60. 

Delivered price in Washington of 
the carcass is 44 cents a pound and 
by the time the carcass is cut up 
into family-sized portions and sold 
over the retail counter, it is 55 cents 
a pound, ranging from 19 to 29 cents 
a pound for plate “beef and brisket 
cuts, to 39 to 45 cents for ground 
beef, short ribs and shank cuts, to 
$1.09 for that porterhouse steak.

The cattle situation this year ought to 
be considered apart from the general 
farm picture.

Aid to Cattle Industry. 


To aid the cattle industry, the Govern- 
ment this year has bought for school lunch 
and foreign aid programs about 220,000,- 
000, pounds of lower grade beef, the equiv- 
alent of 750,000 head of cattle, but as 
President Eisenhower said at a recent 
press conference — “There are just too 
many cattle in the United States.” There 
were about 94,000,000 at the start of the 
year, and here will be nearly that number 
at the start of next year, despite the forced 
liquidation of many herds in drouth areas 
this year.

The Attorney General of the United States, 
with the approval of the President, has aecused 
a former President of complicity in espionage. 

That is so grave an accusation that the public 
is entitled to nothing less than the whole truth. 

Harry Dexter White was publicly accused of 
espionage in the summer of 1948 by Elizabeth 
Bentley and Whittaker Chambers. Under oath 
before the House Un-American Activities Com- 
mittee, he entered an unequivocal denial, assert- 
ing that he had never set eyes on either Miss 
Bentley or Chambers. He died of a heart attack 
soon after his testimony. 

Mr. Brownell now says that the White House 
was given an FBI report on White's “espionage 
activities” in December 1945 and again in 
February 1946, and that despite these re- 


ports President Truman appointed White to the 


“most sensitive and important position he ever 
held.” 

Mr. Truman's version is that White's resig- 
nation from the monefary fund in 1947 was 
actually a dismissal, asked for “as soon as we 
found out he was wrong.” The former Presi- 
dent should clarify this statement. What does 
he mean by “wrong”? Does he mean that 
White was found to have been guilty of espio- 
nage? Exactly when and how did the White 
House make its discovery? 

Mr. Brownell has an even greater obligation 
to clarify his statements. What was the nature 
of the FBI reports Which he says were sent 
to Gen. Vaughan? Why were they sent to 
Vaughan? Mr. Brownell should promptly make 
the entire FBI reports on White public, so that 
the people can judge for themselves the evi- 
dence which he says Mr. Truman ignored. 
Mr. Brownell has an inescapable obligation to 
prove that White was a spy, and that the for- 
mer President knew it. 

This is serious business. This is not ordinary 
politicking, where the first sensation substitutes 
for trial and conviction. The people are en- 
titled to the whole truth, documented and 
proved. Unless Mr. Brownell supplies it, he is 
not fit to occupy his exalted office. 
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Parking on the Perimeter 

The perimeter parking plan developed by city 
officials and St. Louls Public Service Co. is an 
imaginative idea. If properly executed, it ought 
to evoke a happy response from those it ac- 
commodates. 

Assuming that the company can provide ex- 
press service between downtown and the Muni- 
cipal Theater parking lots in Forest Park, and 
assuming further that there will be a seat for 
every paying passenger, the plan should be 
extremely attractive. 

Not only will the cost of the round trip bus 
ride be cheaper than two cash fares on regular 
lines; the cost of parking on an expensive down- 
town lot will be eliminated altogether. This last 
feature is possible bechuse the city, in permit- 
ting free parking on the Forest Park lots, is in 
effect subsidizing the venture. 

Similar service is planned on the South Side 
and in North St. Louis if this first attempt at 
perimeter parking is successful. In the mean- 
time city officials and Public Service Co. are 
entitled to a pat on the back for setting up the 
Forest Park experiment. It has all the ear- 
marks of real public service, 
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Bring Back the ‘Spitter’ 

In restoring the sacrifice fly rule to baseball, 
the game’s rules committee has gone to bat for 
the hitters, who did not need it. In the last 
three decades the pitchers, with few exceptions, 
have been getting their ears knocked off. 

It all began in the early 1920s when a manu- 
facturer of balls used in the American League 
forsook native yarn for stronger Australian 
yarn and thereby produced the rabbit ball, 
paving the way for the heydey of Babe Ruth. 
About the same time the rules committee out- 
lawed the “spitball,” a puzzling piteh that to 
modern fans is a mere abstraction. 

Some sentiment was expressed in favor of 
the spitter at the rules meeting, but the com- 
mittee turned deaf ears to the subject, and this 
is too bad. When any Tom, Dick or Harry can 
belt one out of the park it is time for a change. 
If the rules committee is unwilling to take the 
rabbit out of the ball, or move back the fences, 
then it ought to legalize the spitter. This might 
make it less dangerous for a man to take to 
the mound, and it could set the .250 hitters 
back where they belong. 
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After the Riots in Trieste 

The bloody rioting in Trieste—10 killed on 
Friday and three the day tSefore—and the ex- 
cited demonstrations in Rome undoubtedly will 
be capitalized by critics of allied policy. Many 
Europeans will fegard these events as support- 
dng their criticism of the way Secretary Dulles 
and Lord Salisbury announced their partisan 
decision last Oct. 8. 

That criticism came not merely from the po- 
litical left which could be expected te capitalize 
such a situation. In England, the announcement 
was deplored by the rational and restrained 
Economist. The Conservative London Sunday 
Times said it was “almost impossible to defend.” 
The Liberal News Chronicle called it “an act of 
incredible diplomatic stupidity.” And the edi- 
torial fire-eaters, especially on the continent, 
naturally used much more uninhibited language. 

It would be unfair, however, to put all the 
blame on the British and the Americans. Ital- 
ian Premier Pella, coming in with a weak govern- 
ment, began exploiting this emotional subject 
weeks before the Anglo-American announce- 
ment. And Yugoslavia’s Tito, facing an election 
to which he seems to attach more importance 
than Communists generally do, made a patrio- 
teer’s tub-thumping speech to show that he was 
not going to yield an inch. 

But after each man asserted that he would 
not attend a four-power conference except on 
his terms, Tito moderated his language and Sig- 
nor Pella also seemed anxious to cool things off 
a bit. And then came the riots. 

Perhaps their aftermath may be turned to 


‘ 


good purpose. It shows that it would be most 
unwise to go through with the withdrawal of 
British and American troops now. They are real- 
ly needed to keep order. And continuing their 
stay in Trieste should provide the interval of 
time which now seems necessary before a new 
settlement—perhaps not very different from the 
one so unfortuitously announced—may be agreed 
on by all concerned. In the meantime, diplomats 
should have learned another lesson about the 
value of their kid gloves. 
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Atoms Into Plowshares 

The Atomic Energy Commission has taken 
another step toward the development of atomic 
energy for peaceful uses. It has decided to 
seek amendment of the law to permit wider par- 
ticipation of private industry and « ter 
exchange of atomic information with our allies. 

This news, coming on top of the recent an- 
nouncement that the A.E.C. would undertake 
construction of an atomic power producing 
plant, makes plain that a strong stimulus to the 
development of atomic energy for something else 
than weapons is being felt. 

The stimulus seems to come from outside. 
Commissioner Thomas E. Murray's repeated 
references to the urgency of our winning the 
“race” for atomic power suggests that Russia 
may already be at work in the power field. 
He has also said that unless we get into power 
production fast, we may be deprived of foreign 
uranium ores—which suggests that Belgium, 
more interested in power than in bombs, is de- 
manding a share in American technical knowl- 
edge as the price of continuing to supply 
uranium from the Congo. 

Wherever the stimulus to peaceful develop- 
ment comes from, it should be heartily wel- 
comed. Nobody knows what great secrets for 
the benefit of mankind are locked up in the 
atomic nucleus. So long as experimentation is 
directed exclusively to weapons as the end 
product, the application of nuclear forces not 
only to power production but to the whole 
field of industrial technology will be retarded. 

Since speed is a factor in this race, the A.E.C. 
does well to move toward greater participation 
of private industry. It proposes to permit in- 
dustry to own or rent fissionable materials, and 
to operate power reactors—under security con- 
trols, of course. It also proposes to liberalize 
the patent system to provide new incentives for 
private sharing of atomic research. 

These steps are evidently designed to relax 
the Government’s atomic monopoly and to en- 
courage competitive groups of researchers to 
match wits. Strong safeguards will, of course, 
be needed to protect the public interest. 

In liberalizing patent provisions, for example, 
the Government should certainly. retain for it- 
self the right to prevent a basic discovery from 
being monopolized by private interests to the 
detriment of the public interest. But with 
proper safeguards the encouragement of com- 
petitive atomic development under commercial 
incentives is the best way of obtaining a rapid 
advance of nuclear technology. 

Here is one race the United States is superbly 
equipped to win. The combined resources of 
public and private energy, working in partner- 
ship, can make victory certain—to the incalcul- 
able benefit of humanity. 
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One of Those Wandering Minds 

Ever since the people who hold sway over 
Time, Life and Fortune began to show that wives 
are every bit as important—if not more so—to 
American corporations as their executive-hus- 
bands, it was inevitable that there should ap- 
pear sooner or later a distaff version of “How 
to Win Friends and Influence People.” And 
what more appropriate than that it should come 
from Mrs. Dale Carnegie? 

Wives, she says, must keep their husbands to 
the point: see that they get just the right num- 
ber of calories, wear just the right ties, go to 
just the right parties and, above all, they must 
make sure that their husbands devote all their 
enthusiasm to the job, instead of dissipating it 
all over the place. Her horrible example of an 
enthusiasm-dissipater is Samuel Taylor Coleridge. 

Well, as John Livingston Lowes said, a trip 
through the mind of Coleridge “leads through 
half the lands and all the seven seas of the 
globe.” And one meets on the way with as 
strange a concourse as ever haunted the slopes 

Parnassus with 

Alligators and albatrosses and auroras 
and Antichthones; with biscuit-worms, bub- 
bles of ice, bassoons, and breezes; with can- 
dies, and Cain, and the Corpo Santo; Dio- 
clesian, king of Syria, and the daemons of 
the elements; earthquakes, and the Euphra- 
tes; frost-needles, and fog-smoke, and phos- 
phorescent light; gooseberries, and the Cor- 
donia lasianthus; haloes and hurricanes:

The Umpire in Korea 

For a month now the world has had a worth- 
while example of fair umpiring from the Indian 
forces in Korea an@ the Repatriation Commis- 
sion chairman, Lt. Gen. K. S. Thimayya. 

Faced with an “impossible” job of mediating 
the prisoner exchange, Gen. Thimayya’s per- 
formance seems comparable only to the old In- 
dian rope trick. He has acted not only with fair- 
ness and firmness but with vast patience and 
good humor, 

The latest example of his work came when 22 
Americans and one Briton, refusing repatriation 
from North Korea, asked the neutral commission 
to censor their mail to prevent what they called 
Allied “intimidation.” 

“I asked them,” said Gen. Thimayya, “what 
we should do in the case of a letter from a man’s 
wife who writes, ‘Oh, darling, please come 
home.’ They seemed a little unclear on that 
point.” 

At the moment Gen. Thimayya is the target 
of Communist insults, because he is resisting the 
Communist scheme to drag out the prisoner in- 
terviews as “inhuman.” A month ago, however, 
the retiring U.N. commander, Gen. Mark Clark, 


flatly accused Gen. Thimayya’s commission of 


partiality toward the Communists. 

The two-sidedness of the criticism, plus Gen. 
Thimayya’s equanimity in the face of it, is an 
indication of his sense of fair play and of duty. 

In fact, the Indians’ “firmness with a smile” 
pelicy seems gradually to have won the admira- 
tion of Allied forces in Korea, and Gen, Thimay- 
ya deserves to be better known in this country. 
Chances are he will be the next commander of 
the Indian army. Me is Nehru's trusted friend. 

Maybe nobody loves an umpire, but Gen. 
Thimayya must be respected for upholding the 
rules of civilized man in Korea.

In its main outlines, the Army report 
on atrocities committed by enemy 
armed forces in Korea is a thrice-told 
tale. The American public first learned 
of most of these same atrocities in the 
summer and fall of 1950, when the 
United Nations forces discovered the 
bodies on land which they temporarily 
recovered from the enemy. 


A second telling came in November 
1951, when Col. James M. Hanley of 
the Eighth Army’s judge advocate sec- 
tion got in trouble with his superiors 
by making public a 
report summarizing 
the known enemy 
atrocities ‘to that 
date. (There were 
only a few new 
ones, and this was 
during the negotia- 


tions for a cease- 
fire.) ‘ 
Now .comes a 


third telling in Oc- 
tober of 1953, this 
time straight from 
United States Secretary of the Army 
Robert Stevens. They are the same hor- 
ror stories plus a few new ones to bring 
them up to date, with additional details 
and evidence. 


Since this is so, why bring them up 
now, when the U.N. command has fin- 
ished setting free suspected war crimi- 
nals along with other prisoners of war, 
and when negotiations for a political 
conference on Korea are at a critical 
stage? 

The conclusion the report itself offers 
is the lame, bureaucratic one that these

murders answer “anyone who questions 
the need for strong military defenses’’! 
The worst atrocities took place when 
the Communist forces had to retreat 
under pressure and did not have the 
transport or manpower to take care 
of prisoners of war and hostile civil- 
ians—so they simply murdered them. 


. Our own American boys have been 


known to do the same thing on a small 
scale, at company level or lower. 


The two main things for Americans 
to remember about atrocities in war 
are: 

War itself is an atrocity, and there 
is no army which does not sometimes 
break its pitifully weak rules of hu- 
manity—though some armies are much 
worse than ‘others. 

The main concern of both U.N. and 
United States should be to hold war 
and war's atrocities to a minimum—by 
prevention whenever possible. 


The atrocities are real, and Ameri- 
cans should not shut their eyes to them 
(as they did to Soviet atrocities while 
Russia was an ally). But neither should 
Americans keep harping on them, and 
getting themselves all lathered up. 


Retaliation would only make things 
worse. In any competition in cruelty, 
Communist dictatorships can win hands 
down. 

The American way is to go on try- 
ing for as workable a stalemate in Ko- 
rea as possible. The American goal is 
to reduce worldwide tensions when- 
ever that won’t endanger the West or 
sell out, its friends, against the day 
when tht tyranny of Communism can be 
transformed or overthrown from within. 


The Archbishop on Progress—Not Decay

Archbishop Ritter, on the occasion 
of his address to the PrieSts’ Meeting 
on Neighborhood Conservation, spoke 
very impressively and pointedly. The 
Archbishop proposed the “Block Pro- 
gram for Neighborhood Conservation” 
as a new and realistic approach to the 
prevention of the rapid decline of prop- 
erties within the parishes. 

This alarming condition of the decay 
and disappearance of residential dis- 
tricts threatens not only the so-called 
downtown parishes “east of Grand ave- 
nue,” but now all city parishes and 
even some St. Louis County parishes. 

Archbishop Ritter revealed a remark- 
able insight and understanding of the 
situation when he emphasized the need 
for curbing this tendency toward popu- 
lation diffusion—moving to escape 
from unpleasant surroundings. 

The heritage of the city of St. Louis 
has been strongly influenced by the 
growth, development and activity of its 
fine Catholic parishes. There is no rea- 


son why, simply, because of changing 
conditions, these parishes should cease 
their worthwhile activities and become 
mere empty shells. : 

They can serve—as they have in the 
past—adapting themselves to the times 
as a directional power in a movement 
designed to improve the area in which 
they function. 

The adaptation of the parish to fit 
itself to serve as an instrument to halt 
the decay of surrounding property and 
neighborhood must inevitably be real- 
ized, In this adaptation the Archbishop 
has emphasized the important role the 
parish priest can play. 

He can be effective, however, only if 
his people are conscious of their own 
obligation to participate in the under- 
taking so necessary for the preserva- 
tion of home and parish. 

It is hoped that the message of the 
Archbishop will reach the people and 
that it strike a responsive note. 
This plan must save St. Louis.

HEODORE ROOSEVELT might have been surprised had he 
been able to watch United States soldiers, sailors and marines‘ 
celebrating the “Fourth of July” this week by exploding fire- 
crackers in the streets of Panama City. They were, of course,

NTO his relatively few 
| ee (1885-1930) David Her- 

bert Lawrence packed 
enough originality, protest, 
frustration and passion to 
make notable a dozen lesser 
men. His life has been de- 
scribed as a “savage pilgrim- 
age” in search of humanity's 
inmost realities. The many 
who have tried to explain or 
analyze his significance in 
modern literature have gen- 
erally agreed only on his pos- 
sessing genius. ' 

Some deny he was a great 
creative force in fiction. He 
shows, says one critic, “a sort 
of lower-class parody of By- 
ronism,” his strength lying 
“not in psychology, in char- 
acterization, in invention, or 
in any new ‘reading of earth,’ 
but in ‘sheer wizardry of 
words.” 

Another declares Lawrence 
an outstanding literary figure 
of the twentieth century 
“more for his personality and 
ideas than for his actual 
writing.”

ITHOUT a doubt, Law- 
W rerce manifested great 

personal power. A copi- 
ous and vital writer who 
exalted the “primeval so- 
cietal instinct” and held su- 
premely important those “real 
human relationships” that 
were warmed by the “sheer 
immediacy of blood contact,” 
he declared his “great re- 
ligion a belief in the blood, 
the flesh, as being wiser than 
intellect.”

HE essays on Lawrence’s 
T isaiviaua works are var- 
iously provocative and 
stimulating. William York Tin- 
dall, full of “the strange splen- 
dor of Lawrence's Mexican fan- 
tasy,” confidently calls “The 
Plumed Serpent” Lawrence’s 
“best novel by far,” so prov- 
ing anew the’ aptness of the 
following definition: “An ex- 
pert is a man born to differ 
with other experts” (most 
critics assign top excellence 

to “Sons and Lovers”’). 

Anthony West and Frank

Sutee te Female,” the second 
volume in the series of studies 
on sexuality being carried out 
by the Institute for Sex Rée- 
search at* Indiana University, 
that one might conclude that 
there is little more to be said. 
Even a quick perusal of the 
volume, however, reveals that 


“$i much commentary has 


much that is pertinent re- 


mains to be said. Many re- 
viewers and commentators 
have been so concerned with ’ 
their own notions of what sex 
behavior, or its investigation, 
should be that they have left 
little space for what Prof. 
Kinsey's croup has actually 
done, or what their findings 
may be good for. 

Dr. Karl Menninger, for ex- 
ample, has accused Kinsey of 
having left out “eternal Eros,” 
the conditioning force of-love. 
This charge ig true but ir- 
relevant, The subjects of the 
study are the kinds of sex- 
associated physical practices 
indulged in by human females, 
the frequencies of such prac- 
tices, and the influence. on 
them of various social factors 
including religion, education, 
and decade of birth. The-emo- 
tional involvements which 
color human ‘sex actS are 
largely, though not entirely, 
ignored. 

If it were true that human 
sexuality were of no signifi- 
cance except as a means of 
expressing love, Kinsey’s work 
would have little validity. Be- 
cause sex exists quite inde- 
pendently of love, however, an 
uncolored investigation of sex- 
ual practices is biologically 
valid and socially important. 


- - * 
LTHOUGH some use was 


made in the present study 

of a variety of published 
and unpublished sources of in- 
formation, the principal meth- 
od, just as in the study on the 
male, has been the interview. 
This method thas again been 
the subject of the same objec- 
tions that were brought against 
the earlier volume, plus the 
new objections that women, 
-or at least some indefinite pro- 
portion of the female popula- 
tion known as “nice” women, 
cannot be made to talk frankly 
of their sexual experience. 
But this new objection does 
not seem to have much force. 
Not. only did 5940 females 
in apparently .good physical 
, and mental health agree volun- 
tarily to provide the informa- 
tion recorded, but in many 
cases the investigators were 
able to secure the co-operation

study included women with 


very little sexual experience 
as well as those with a great 
deal. 

More serious are the objec- 
tions that concern the charac-. 
ter of the sample and the 
management of the interviews. 
Prof. Kinsey's associates are 
well aware that their 5940 
women taken from accessible 
groups do not adequately rep- 
resent an abstraction called 
“the human female.” In draw- 
ing conclusions they frequently 
point out this limitation; but 
it would have been commend- 
able if they had exercised 
similar restraint in titling the 
book. “Sexual behavior in 
the relatively well-to-do and 
well-educated female residing 
in the northeastern part of the 
United States” would have 
been more like it. 

* * * 

HE actual interviews took 
T less than two hours, dur- 

ing which the subject was 
asked 300 to 500 questions. Al- 
though “retakes” were made 
to check the reproducibility of 
answers, there is no evidence 
that the investigators made 
sufficient allowance for the 
capacity of the human mind to 
misremember, particularly 
where psychological pressures 
are involved. An answer may 
be honest without being accu- 
rate. 

This defect does not mean, 
however, that the book cannot 


be accepted as a substantially | 


correct account of female sex- 
ual behavior, presented in 
detail and with scientific dis- 
passion. Yet, as far as the 
general public is concerned, 
the book has serious limita- 
tions that are likely to make 
it dangerously misleading. Al- 
though it is obviously unfair to 
attack Kinsey for not doing 
what he hag never intended to 
do, it is nevertheless perti- 
nent to sag that he. hag not 
written the “handy home sex- 
ual adviser” that his own pub- 
licity might lead one to 
believe. Fundamentally the

study is a compilation of sta- 
tistical data intended for 
specialists whose interésts and 
training enable them to deal 
with such data. 


What the interested layman 
must realize is that the Kinsey 
study is simply not concerned 
with the only valid unit of a 
distinctively human biology, 
the individual. Although the 
book emphasizes the tremen- 
dous variabjlity in sexual re- 
sponsiveness among human 
females, it has nothing to say 
about the factors which dif- 
ferentiate individuals as indi- 
viduals, not as members of 
social groups.

TELEVISION PERFORMER 
A sic a few words about hu- 

mility and millions were 
stirred. Some snickered. Some 
fumed, Press conferences were 
called. Highly placed executives 
declined comment. Outraged let- 
ters poured out by the thousands, 
Columnists viewed with alarm. 
The word “humility” jumped in- 
to top place in the vocabulary of 
comedians and became the sub- 
ject of two irreverent new re- 
cordings: which delighted disk 
jockeys. In Wilmington, Del., a 
woman suggested that the man 
who started the whole thing 
should be President of the Unit- 
ed States. In Boston a minister 
wondered whether the Ten Com- 
mandments had been rewritten 
to read: “Thou shalt worship thy 
lord God-frey, and him only 
shalt thou serve.” 

The star in this little drama, 
of course, was a freckle-faced 
50-year-old grandfather named 
Arthur Godfrey. The plot was 
thin: Godfrey gazed into the 
eyes of Julius LaRosa, a some- 
what uncelebrated 24-year-old 
baritone, discovered that the 
young man had lost his you- 
know-what and fired him, Yet 
such was the recoil of the audi- 
ence that questions were in or- 
der: How had an entertainer 
turned himself into an institu- 
tion to the point where 40,000,- 
000 to 50,000,000 Americans were 
moved, one way or another, by 
almost anything he did? What 
was the spell he had cast over 


4 his followers and has the spell 


now been broken? And speaking 
of humility, how was Godfrey 
fixed for it himself? 

Few would deny that he had 
cast a spell. Certainly not the 
15 sponsors who annually pay an 
estimated $20,000,000 to keep 
Godfrey on the air for nine and 
ohe-half hours a week in order 
to hear their products blessed 
and kidded. Not the 8000 Wash- 
ingtonians who years ago set out 
in the dim of dawn with sand- 
wiches and thermos bottles to 
Arthur’s radio station because 
the great man, sleepy as often, 
had mumbled into the micro- 
phone that he longed for coffee. 
And not the WAVES in the Navy 
control towers who get hopeless- 
ly flustered with giggles when 
Lt. Comdr. Godfrey, United 
States Naval Reserve, approach- 
es for a landing in his jet and 
utters over his ‘radio no more 
than his number and his magic 
name.

RTHUR has been called a 

one-man industry and a 

grown-up Huck Finn. He has 
been described ag Henry Aldrich 
with a Will Rogers voice and the 
women at a convention of canvas 
goods manufacturers voted him 
“the man we would most like to 
be in a tent with.” Last year his 
name was written in on the pri- 
mary ballots of a dozen states 
and only a few months ago 
Washington rumor mills nomi- 
nated him to be Assistant Sec- 
retary for Air or Navy. 

A little green man from an- 
other planet dropping in by fly- 
ing saucer on the springboard of 
this fame, a typical Godfrey 
show, would find the proceed- 
ings baffling. Arthur, an in- 
credibly boyish-looking specimen 
with flufty red hair, obviously 
isn't much of a singer, actor or 
comedian, at least by earthly 
traditions. He specializes in 
country-boy grins, chitchat which 
he once called “as unplanned as 
a hiccup,” an occasional home- 
spun “ain’t” and a delivery that 
marks him as “just folks” to his 
partisans and that others find 
excruciatingly slow, bare and 
otherwise painful. His voice, 
variously labelled “briery,” 
“barefoot” and “warty,” might 
appear to the untutored to be 
emanating from the throat of a 
man with a touch of laryngitis. 

“I'm the only amateur on this 
show,” he said the other day. 

Yet there is no dispute that 
this man is the greatest sales- 
man ever to work from behind 
a microphone. Once a sponsor 
who makes tea asked him to 
start pushing bulk tea in -addi- 
tion to the tea bags which he 
had been plugging. ad- 
vised his listeners that the spon- 
sor was stuck with a lot of bulk 
tea and that he had been told 
he would have to sell it or else 
the company would make him 
stuff it all into little bags. 
Please, asked Arthur, go out and 
buy some of that tea. So many 
of his admirers did that a short- 
age of bulk tea ensued.

*Emboldened, Godfrey went to 
work on another sponsor, a big 
furrier named Zlotnick. The 
store’s trademark was a huge 
polar bear over the entrance and 
the commercials advised listen- 
ers to “stop at the sign of the 
white bear.” Arthur passed by 
the bear one morning, took a 
close look and announced on the 
air: “It’s a dirty white bear. It’s 
filthy. The Department of 
Health should cart it away.” 
He advised listeners to see Zlot- 
nick and berate him for insult- 
ing Washington with such an 
eyesore. Thousands went to 
look at the bear. Many stayed 
to buy and a cop had to be called 
to keep the crowds moving.

HE pattern was set and there 

was little room in it for 

humility. Godfrey broke re- 
cordings that he didn’t like. He 
terminated commercials with 
“Oh, nuts!” Hawking a shampoo 
made of eggs and milk he said: 
“And if your hair is clean, it 
makes a fine omelet.” Folks 
chuckled and Arthur had solidi- 
fied *two revolutionary princi- 
ples: that advertisers will put 
up with a great deal if it moves 
merchandise and that the pros- 
pects are more apt to buy if 
they get the impression that you 
are lined up on their side of the 
counter. 


Another bit of psychological 
strategy that went over big was 
Godfrey’s flouting of authority. 
One leaden morning he demand- 
ed on the air: . : 

“Do the men who run this 
station ever get up early? They 
do not. They get in about 10 
o’clock. You and I are up, but 
they never hear this program. 
I'll prove it. Here’s' what I think 
of them.” He emitted a Bronx

what I said about him. Yester- 
day he told me, ‘I don’t ‘know 
what you did last Thursday 
morning, but I’m getting a lot 
of letters saying it was the best 
program you ever had, so keep 
it up.’ 

“All right, boss,” said Arthur. 
“You asked for it.” And he is- 
sued another Bronx cheer. 


It was profitable to be a bad 
boy, and it was fun. A couple of 
years ago Godfrey begged listen- 
ers not to call the switchboard 
of his network, CBS, for the 
score of a Dodgers-Giants game 
but to call competing NBC in- 
stead. NBC was promptly 
swamped, had to put on extra 
operators and broadcast a plea 
to attempt to stem the tide. And 
there seemed to be no penalty 
for Godfrey when he set a ra- 
dio record by being 10 minutes 
late for his own show and then 
announcing that he had listened 
to it on the car radio and found 
it to be a pretty good program. 

Another source of Godfrey's 


the age of 12, he had a paper 
route in Hasbrouck Heights, N.J., 
and helped in a bakery. At 15,

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school, he ran away from home. 

He slept between rolls of 
newsprint in a hangout for 
bums, washed dishes, mined 
coal, worked briefly as e lumber- 
jack—he was too frail to lift the 
ax—tolled as a farm hand, tire 
finisher and “stick man” for an 
Akron, Ohio, dice game. 

Then he joined the Navy, 
worked hard enough to pass en- 
trance examinations for the 
United States Naval Academy, 
but instead went off to see the 
Greco-Turkish war as a radio 
operator. His skull still bears 
the stitches of battles in Con- 
stantinople dives where Arthur 
and a sextet of sailor buddies 
got free drinks for performances 
featuring Godfrey and the uku- 
lele which he was later to revive, 
adopt as his trademark and push 
into unprecedented popularity. 

Out of the Navy, he worked on 
auto bodies in Detroit, became 
a short-order cook, night man- 
ager in a hotel that turned out 
to be headquarters for some 
minor gangsters, and then, an 
swering a blind ad, a highly suc- 
cessful salesman of cemetery 
lots. Unhappily, he met up with 
a client who was an even better 
salesman and unloaded on God- 
frey a half interest in a vaude- 
ville show in which Arthur played 
the banjo until the troupe went 
broke in California. He rode 
freight trains to Chicago, got a 
job as a cab driver and was fired 
because he didn’t know the city. 
An old Navy buddy persuaded 
him to join the Coast Guard, 
and it was during this phase, 
sitting in a Baltimore speakeasy 
with some other Coast Guards- 
men late one night, that history 
struck. 

The boys were listening to a 
local amateur show on the radio.. 
Godfrey's friend suggested that 
Arthur could do better than the 
talent they were hearing. Then 
and there they went to the sta- 
tion, Arthur strummed the banjo 
and landed a 15-minute radio 
series for a bird-seed sponsor 
who paid him $5 a program as 
“Red Godfrey, the Warbling 
Banjoist.”

RTHUR had graduated to 
pear-shaped announcing for 
NBC in Washington, when, 

on Sept. 26, 1931, a 10-ton truck 
swerved into the car in which he 
was driving to a lesson in glider 
flying. He sustained 47 frac- 
tures. During his recuperation 
he listened to the radio a lot 
and decided it was time for the 
medium to become less formal, 
especially in the morning. Radio, 
it seemed to him, should be inti- 
mate because most listeners 
were likely to be alone and 
bored, like Godfrey in the hos- 
pital. Years later, while raking 
in several hundred thousand 
dollars a year before many peo- 
ple even got to the office, he 
said: 

“I figure that women at that 
hour in the morning don’t want 
a program to which they have to 
listen too closely, They’re chang- 
ing the baby or F pape. on their 
girdles to go to the grocery store 
and they don’t want a program 
all fast and sophisticated .. .” 

Putting on programs which did 
not require close listening paid 
off in a 2000-acre farm in the 
Blue Ridge mountains of Vir- 
ginia where Arthur lives with 
his wife Mary, an ex-secretary 
for NBC whom he married in 
1934, and their two children; two

The difficulty ig that Arthur 
long ago found it impossible to 
be the barefoot boy his fans 
grew to love so well. He is so 
well known that he must live 
and work like a recluse or run 
risk of being mobbed. Interest 
in his movements is so intense 
that when: he checked in at 
Massachusetts General hospital 
earlier this year for an operation 
on the hip that had bothered 
him since the 1931 car accident, 
the 142-year-old institution was 
forced to break a tradition and 
issue daily bulletins on his 
comfort. 


“IT once knew all the people's 
attitudes,” Godfrey has lamented. 
“Now I’m going on memory.”

HAT, then is the “real God- 
W frey” like? He is efficient, 

operating on a_ schedule 
that allows only a half hour to 
make a hit recording. He is 
sentimental, having cried during 
his own radio coverage of Frank- 
lin D. Roosevelt's funeral, which 
was a minor classic, as well as 
over the singing of a girl trio he 
likes. He is the best propagan- 
dist the Navy, ever had, having 
learned to fly a jet to reassure 
worried mothers that their sons, 
30 years younger, could fly them 
too. He sounds casual enough, 
but he keeps a staff of gag writ- 
ers handy, just in case. He isa 
glutton for work and learned to 
skate despite his age and hip 
injury because a show called for 
skating. And there is no doubt 
that he knocked some of the 
stuffiness out of radio and TV. 


Above all, Godfrey is a canny 
business man and the demanding 
boss of the one-man network 
that incorporates “all the little 
Godfreys.” He arranges their 
singing, tap dancing and ballet 
lessons. There's nothing com- 
pulsory about attendance, but 
everybody had better be there. 
He strives hard to keep them 
away from the Broadway crowd 
(“I try to keep their feet in the 
grass roots’) and has made it 
plain that they need no one as 
crassly commercial as an agent 
to come between Papa Godfrey 
and his little ones. 

The fact is, though, that most 
of the Godfrey talent was pro- 
duced, Cinderella-like, by Arthur 
himself. Marion Marlowe of St. 
Louis was doing a night club en- 
gagement in a Florida hotel 
when Godfrey dropped in for a 
bite to eat, liked her sing- 
ing and signed her. Frank 
Parker dropped in about a job 
and got it because he did Arthur 
a favor years ago, La Rosa, 
then an electronics mate third 
elass in the Navy and humble 
as could be, was auditioned as 
the result of a petition from 
fellow-crewman on his aircraft 
carrier and told by Godfrey 
to report for a job when his 
hitch was up. The McGuire sis- 
ters—sister Dorothy is the one 
who supposedly had a romance 
with La Rosa which aroused the 
Godfrey ire—started with an au- 
dition on the “Arthur Godfrey 
Talent Scouts” program. Lu Ann 
Simms emerged from behind.a

“There are no real artists on 
my show,” says Godfrey.

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Professor Turned Sheriff

RAVENNA, O., Nov. 7. 
OBBIE STOCKDALE JR. 
Bewiriea his pair of toy pistols 
in the approved manner of 
the wide open spaces and proud- 
ly proclaimed to his playmates: 
“My daddy is the best sheriff in 
the world!” 

That sweeping statement may 
be open to argument, but no one 
can challenge the fact that Bob- 
bie’s father, youthful —— 
Robert Stockdale, is most 
unusual sheriff in America. 

He is the nation’s only county 
law enforcement chief who is 
also a professor of elocution, 
who hangs up his revolver every 
Sunday morning to preach a 
sermon as minister of a growing 
congregation, and who reads bi- 
ographies and the classics in his 
spare time. 

Despite his bookishness and 
evangelism, Stockdale can riddle 
the dead center of a target from 
any position, and can draw a 
gun — when he remembers to 
carry one—like lightning. He's 
rather embarrassed that, ever 
since he bought a trophy for 
presentation to the best marks- 
man on his staff, he’s consist- 
ently run up the highest target 
practice scores himself. 

But he’s not at all embar- 
rassed by the reputation his 
county enjoys in the underworld. 
“Stay away from there,” the 
ra¢ket boys advise their bud- 
dies. “It ain't safe for any- 
thing.” 

Yet, not many years ago Por- 
tage county was known as 
“Ohio's litt'e Chicago.” A dozen 
men were slain in gang warfare 
in a single year as rival mobs 
fought for control of lucrative 
rackets. Plush gambling joints 
catered to the “carriage trade” 
from Akron, Cleveland, Youngs- 
town and Canton. Less elabor- 
ate joints cashed the paychecks 
of factory workers afflicted with 
the gambling disease. One braz- 
en bookie built a big parking 
lot to accommodate his custom- 
ers. Roadside signs beckoned 
motorists to bingo bonanzas. 
Slot machines clattered in filling 
stations and restaurants. 


Bob Stockdale and the “three 
Gees” blew the whistle on all 
that long before he pinned on 
a badge. He and Dean Robert 
White of the Co'lege of Educa- 
tion of Kent State University 
were co-chairmen of the Good 
Government Group, a volunteer 
committee of 75 members who 
decided their children were en- 
titled to grow up in a racket- 
free commuity—and only they 
themselves could make it so. 
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INCE his election, Stockdale 
S has made what he calls “pos- 

sibly the biggest financial 
contribution to the cause of good 
government ever made by a poor 
man in this county.” That's his 
oratorical description of some 

a month in proffered 
bribes and gratuities which he 
curtly rejected. 

“Home-town America” is one 
of Stockdale’s favorite expres- 
sions. “Home-town America is 
the grassroots of our nation,” 
he’s repeated in countless 
speeches in classrooms, from 
pulpits, and from political plat- 
forms. “This is where democ- 
racy must thrive or perish.” 

Ravenna is Stockdale’s home 
town. Although he was born in 
Oregon, he’s lived here since 
boyhood. His story is as Amer- 
ican as the roots of this historic 
little city of 10,000, which was 
once the home of the parents of 
President Ulysses S. Grant and 
of John Brown, the bearded 
apostle of abolitionism. 

The future sheriff was a 
rather average small-town boy, 
one of .four brothers. His fa- 
ther, Harry C. Stockdale, was 
and is a farm machinery sales- 
man. Bob played halfback on 
the Ravenna High School foot- 
ball team. He played basketball 
and made the track team, too, 
and also participated in the de- 
bating society. The biggest thrill 
of his high school career came 
when his classmates elected him 
to the American Legion. Boys 
State, and he was chosen “Mayor 
for a Day.” 

The brown eyes of the 17- 
year-old student glowed with 
pride. “This is a wonderful 
country,” he said. “Anyone can 
run for office if he doesn't like 
the way things are being run, 
and everyone can vote his or 
her convictions.” 

As soon as he reached voting 
age, while still working his way 
through Kent University, Stock- 
dale ran for office. To every- 
one’s surprise, including his 
own, he.was elected to city 
council. The $7 per meeting 
councilman’s pay and his salary 
for serving as minister of the 
Federated Community Church 
at nearby Wayland paid for his 
college education. 

“I sometimes had to choose 
between preparing a sermon or 
preparing for an examintion,” 
Stockdale recalls. He majored 
in speech and political science, 
but his most {lluminating les- 
son in government came in his 
extra-curricular activity. 

The boy councilman had been 
named chairman of a commit- 
tee to let a parking meter con- 
tract. One evening, the suave 
representative of a parking me- 
ter company invited him to 
“stop by my hotel room.” 

“You know,” the man said,

Stockdale left the room in dis- 
gust.

history, government, biology and 
speech at the Paris Township 
High School, in a rural area of 
Portage county. 

Conveniently located within 
50 miles of 5,000,000 population, 
the county was the hub.of a tre- 
mendous bootleg empire. After 
repeal, the former bootleggers 
opened elaborate roadhouses and 
gambling dens, and stuck their 
guns and diamond-ringed paws 
into other rackets. 


Stockdale was appalled that 
his students seemed to admire 
the flashy cars, bright clothes 
and free spending of the rack- 
eteers. He noted the same atti- 
tude in the student bodies at 
Newton Falls and Ravenna high 
schools, at each of which he 
headed the speech department 
for two years. 

When Japanese bombs rained 
on Pearl Harbor, Stockdale en- 
listed in the Marine Corps as a 
private. He came out of the war 
as a Military Police captain, 
commanding prisoner stockades 
on Pacific islands and the dis- 
ciplinary barracks at Camp 
Lejeune—and with at least one 
vivid episode etched in his 
memory. 

It happened on Guam. A 
group of marines were mustered 
in formation. Men were being 
picked for a special operation. 

“They counted off up to the 
man in front of me,” Stockdale 
said. “We went back to assign- 
ments on Guam. The others 
went to storm Iwo Jima. Nine 
out of ten of them were cas- 
ualties. 

“When I got home, I couldn't 
forget those buddies. I know-it 
sounds corny, but I thought of 
them when I looked around my 
home town and saw the rackets 
flourishing. 

“Was this .the kind of com- 
munity they died for? Was this 
what we were young 
men to defend?”

N overheard conversation in- 

furiated Stockdale to the 

boiling point. A local racke- 
teer was discussing the plight of 
a wealthy Ravenna woman being 
prosecuted for manslaughter be- 
cause, en route home from a 
drinking party, her car plowed 
across the highway and killed a 
laborer. 

“You know,” the racketeer 
said casually, “I’m surprised that 
anyone in as much trouble as 
that never came to see me. I've 
got a lot of influence around 
here. I could help her a lot... .” 

Stockdale and a core of other 
returned veterans sparked or- 
ganization of the Good Govern- 
ment Group. They went into 
gambling joints, and telephoned 
the sheriff that they would wait 
for him to come and raid the 
place. When he was slow to ar- 


rive, they sometimes seized slot 
machines themselves and made 
citizens arrests. The _ sheriff 
balked at a total countywide 
clean-up. 

“Do you want me to break up 
family poker games?” he asked. 
“It’s human nature—people want 
to gamble.” 


The Good Government Group 
put up their own candidate for 
sheriff — and won the election. 
Stockdale, a lifelong Republican, 
made enemies in his own party 
by backing the reform candidate, 
a Democrat. 


Conditions improved, but com- 
mercial gambling on a modified 
scale continued in Portage coun- 
ty. Louis Shaffer, fired as a 
deputy sheriff, decided to point 
pp the situation by taking a 
truck and seizing three slot ma- 
chines. To the community's 
astonishment, the machines were 
returned and Shaffer was in-

TOCKDALE’S candidacy was

“I want your support, but I 
want you to understand that, if I 
am elected, you will have no 
more influence with the sheriff's 
office than any other citizen.” 

Last November, Stockdale led 
the ticket, swamping the in- 
cumbent sheriff by almost three 
to one. He was the only Re- 
publican candidate who polled 
more votes than President Eisen- 
hower in Portage county.

@ I'M 31 YEARS OLD and am writing about my mother 
and my son. When he was born his father left me so I 
worked and left the boy with my mother. Now I’m married 
to a nice man and have four other children. We bought 
this boy a bicycle and got him a dog, but my mother keeps 
telling him we don’t want him and my husband is not his 
father. He is going on 12 years old and won’t mind me or 
his stepfather. My mother has 14 grané@children but won't 
treat them right at all. My brothers and sister tell me that 
he ig the only one she loves and I am beginning to believe 
it too. She comes to my house every Saturday and fights 
with me on how I treat him. She said she was going to 
try to take him away. What can Ido? I love my boy very 
much but with him and my mother fighting all the time 
I can’t stand it any longer. WORRIED MOTHER. 


Your son belongs to you and the sooner your mother 
and the boy realize it the better your situation will be. It 
is natural that he would feel close to his grandmother, hav- 
ing lived with her as a young child, but he is old enough 
now to reason and understand. I'm afraid you'll have to 
make it plain to your mother that she is not to poison his 
mind against you by saying you don’t want him, and make 
it plain to your son that you and his stepfather—not his 
grandmother—are now responsible for his care. Your hus- 
band can help a great deal by trying to get closer to the 
boy. Ask him to take him along when he goes hunting or 
fishing. Let the child understand that even though your 
husband is not his father, he still cares for him and wants 
to give him a good. home.

@ IN 1921 MY WIFE AND I met another couple through 
mutual friends and for more than 30 years maintained a 
friendly and devoted relationship, meeting at our respec- 
tive homes semi-monthly. Late last year because of finan- 
cial difficulties the wife decided to go to work. She told 
us she would be working five nights a week and they 
would have to forego a social life at this time, but added 
that when they got back on their feet we would resume our 
visits. We said we understood and would keep in touch 
by telephone and letter. We did indeed bombard them with 
frequent calls and letters which they almost invariably an- 
swered. Gradually, however, it became apparent that we 
were always taking the initiative so as a test four months 
age we ceased all telephone calls and letters. They never 
inquired as to our welfare. What had started as a sim- 
ple test now has left us bewildered for we valued their 
friendship and felt we had failed. We are at a loss to 
understand why people—real friends, we thought<can be 
THAT busy that a two-minute phone call is impossible. 
We now doubt their sincerity, especially since mutual 
friends have reported seeing them out socially. What is our 
next move, if any? FRIEND. 


Sometimes, after a difficult working day, even a friend- 
ly telephone call or a letter can seem to be a chore, but 
even so I agree that cherished friends should be able to 
put forth a little extra effort. If I were you, I would just 
wait awhile longer for them to take the initiative, but don’t 
cut them out of your lives altogether. At Christmas, or 
perhaps on a birthday or wedding anniversary, send them 
a note or small remembrance to let them know you have 
valued their friendship and are thinking of them.

Fresh Viewpoint in Spring Style Collections 


St. Louis Designers Have Concentrated Upon Directoire Era as One Best Representing Their Ideas =

T. LOUIS designers, seeking 

a fresh viewpoint for their 

spring collections, have con- 
centrated upon the Directoire 
Era as the one best representing 
their ideas and the _ general 
trend of the mode. 


What they have accomplished 
in giving a modern flair to the 
dress styles of the time when 
the French Directory was in 
power in the latter part of the 
eighteenth century offers an in- 
teresting study. Since this pe- 
riod was regarded as a transi- 
tional one, and many of the in- 
fluences combine the French- 
lady emphasis of the time of 
Louis XVI with the Napoleonic 
era, there is a gaiety of colors 
and a varied display of fabric 
combinations together with an 
interesting blending of two sil- 
houettes—the pointed basque- 
beuttant line and the high- 
waisted, slimmed Empire style. 

A favorite scheme of these 
designers who are noted for 
their youthful creations’ is to 
use the high-waisted Empire 
line with full skirt. Full skirts 
have returned with a flurry and 
there are plenty of crinolines 
and ruffled underpinings to 
hemlines for a_ staccato-like 
crispness. Princess modes with 
lots of goring that give dresses 
a close-to-the-midriff look are 
especially noteworthy. The 
“high-riding” waistline is a fea- 
ture of suit skirts. 

While indorsing the full skirts 
for the coming year, the de- 
signers also. have recognized 
that the slim sheath has become 
too popular and is regarded as 
too practical to be overlooked. 
Straight-line sheaths in the Em- 
pire style appear under fuller 
coats. There are straight skirts 
with many of the suits and also 
in the co-ordinated “separates” 
for which this market has be- 
come favorably known. Both 
occasion and fabric seem to gov- 
ern the choice of silhouette. 
Tailored dresses, suits and sep- 
arate skirts made of linen, silk 
tweed, linen-like rayons, mix- 
tures of cottén and rayon, cot- 
ton tweeds, and light weight 
woolens are slim. When the 
sheerer fabrics are used and 
when such materials as faille 
and taffeta are employed, full- 
ness prevails. Silk organza, lace 
and fine cottons are among the 
materials suggesting bouffancy. 

A cotton season may be pre- 
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dicted, judging by the number of 
cottons indorsed by the St. Louis 
manufacturers. Those dark cot- 
tons that have been so success- 
ful for. daytime needs this year 
are continuing. Many new 
weaves and textures have been 
added. There is an emphasis 
upon gray although numerous 
pastels and those new whitened 
effects are apparent. Denim is 
seen in some novel versions, and 
continues to be developed so that 
it looks far different from the 
overall material of the past. 
Checked and plaid denims are 
especially attractive. Glazed cot- 
tons bring a luxury touch to the 
designing while pure linens used 
extensively by several designers 
show the quality trend. San- 
forized and _  crease-resistant 
treatments supply the service to 
these fabrics, regardless of how 
fragile and dainty they may ap- 
pear. 

Among the points which make 
the new local fashions stand out 
competitively are details of 
styling and tailoring. A well- 
made garment is the pride of the 
trade, and the finishing has much 
to do with the impressiveness 
of the design. Buttonholes bound 
in color for contrast, touches 
of embroidery around the throat, 
intricate corded and quilted ac- 
cents, subtle flashes of rhine- 
stones or metal threads—these 
are among the highlights of the 
collections. 


Adaptable and _ convertible 
clothes are featured in greater 
numbers as an assurance that 
the wearer can make her dollar 
go farther in the purchase of a 
costume. Low-necked, sleeveless 
dresses have their own jackets 
or harmonizing coats. The little, 
reversible jacket illustrates a 
budget-stretching trend. Many 
two-tone and three-tone ensem- 
bles are included so that various 
interchangeable ideas may be de- 
veloped.

KI RUNS, along with such widely assorted products as dishes, 
S teeth, carfiera lenses and swimming pools, now can be made 
of plastic. All last summer, an unusually hot season, skiers 
were blithely plummeting downhill and gracefully into 
space for the first time over plastic “snow.” 

This successful experiment with synthetic snow is taking place 
in Snow Valley, a recreation area near Fishkill, New York. The 
material covering the slope consists of a confetti-like grind of plas- 
tic waste materials. Scooping up a handful, the curious visitor 
finds chopped-up dress buttons, poker chips and remnants of other 
plastic household and industrial products. Digging beneath the 
coarsely ground plastic meal, he will discover swatches of 
cotton underwear, socks, toweling.

HE FRENCH GOVERNMENT is faced with widespread discon- 
tent among its farmers. Prices to farmers have been falling 
steadily, without a parallel drop in prices paid by consumers. 

The lot of many small landholders, of whom there are some 
3,000,000 in France, has been hard. In their effort to obtain im- 
mediate relief from their plight, give weight to their demand for 
a larger share of the national revenue, the peasants have been 
resorting to direct action. 

One of the forms the peasant protests have taken is the traffic 
barricade. Turning out by thousands on prearranged schedules, 
the farmers (paysans) stop the use of main roads with farm carts, 
tractors, barrels, logs, assorted farm equipment and sometimes 
with automobiles. Traffic is usually tied up for hours, despite 
the efforts of truckloads of security guards to clear away the road- 
blocks. In one widely organized protest, blockades were staged 
in 12 departments of central France on the same day. In some 
instances the farmers set up their barricades, left while the police 
dismantled them, then returned to put up new roadblocks. 

One of the major demonstrations was staged on the Paris- 
Bordeaux road by some 5000 farmers from 40 villages around 
Poitiers. They first threw the gendarmes off guard at dawn by 
parking a few carts across country roads. Then the farmers, in 
passenger cars, trucks, and even busses, moved three or more 
abreast onto National Route 10 south of Poitiers. There they 
stopped. 

For four hours the gendarmes were powerless to clear the 
road of its two miles of vehicles. The farmers argued with the 
police, listened to a talk by the local official of their national 
farm organization, held a mass meeting in a roadside meadow. 
Finally, after obtaining and burning the book in which a captain 
of police was taking down license numbers, they peacefully 
drove home. 

The French National Assembly has been trying to do some- 
thing about the farm problem, for France is still a predominantly 
agricultural nation and the peasant is vital to the national econ- 
omy. About 400 of the 627 deputies in the National Assembly 
are from rural areas. The farm problem involves not merely the 
matter of immediate relief from dropping farm prices, but the 
long-range need for agricultural improvements. Most farmers 
lack modern equipment, and much of:the soil, worked for genera- 
tions, is of marginal quality, especially in central France.

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PENN STATION CLEAN-UP 


At 3 a.m., the vast concourse of New York's Pennsylvania Railroad station 
is largely taken over by mop-swishing janitors of Allied Maintenance Cor- 
poration.

WASHINGTON. 
N A NEW YORK POLICE station the other day an 
officer heard a ticking sound. 

He whirled around fast. Behind him, a 9- 
year-old boy brought in for burglary was al- 
ready at work on the police department's safe! 

(He opened it, too; somehow he'd learned how to 
listen to the tumblers in the lock.) 

In Boston the other day a 17-year-old boy was 
stabbed and killed in a teen-age row. In Los Angeles, 
a 14-year-old boy watching a teen-age gang fight was 
killed by a bullet-in the neck. 

In Denver, police watched two boys steal a radio, 
found their pockets stuffed with jewelry and moncy. 
The boys were five years old. 

And recently a report reached me that children 
in one junior high school in California beg their 
parents not to report thefts from their lockers . . . “or 
the gang will get us.” 

All of this is part—a very small part—of the puzzle 
that is juvenile delinquency in America today. 

In another community, a teen-age reign of terror 
claimed five victims in one week end. A 16-year-old 
girl was violated by a gang, her 15-year-old girl com- 
panion was mauled; a 16-year-old boy and his pal 
were beaten by two cars of hoodlums; a 12-year-old 
boy was attacked by a gang. 

What is happening? In the nation’s capital itself 
juvenile delinquency has risen 60 percent in a single 
year. In the nation, it has gone up 30 percent since 
1948.

They’re making millions of. parents sick with 
anxiety and shame. 

What can we do—to help these children, and their 
parents, and other citizens who suffer from their 
mistakes? 


Parents’ Letters Pour In 


N JUST A FEW DAYS NOW, our committee will begin 
public hearings. This brings the Senate of the 
United States to grips with one of the biggest 

problems of our times. 

But as we go into public hearings, we have been 
surprised and heartened by a tremendous outpouring 
of public support. Letters have poured in from mothers 
and fathers, teachers, judges. 

Already we have nearly 4,000 letters from all parts 
of the country. These have given us homespun advice, 
leads and plain cracker-barrel logic. 

While this mail has been coming in, we have sent 
thousands of letters to welfare officials, educators, 
judges, police and national organizations to round up 
the best expert opinion. 

Yet I am convinced that the reaction of the general 
public—the father, the housewife, and the teacher— 
will be as significant as the opinion of the experts. 

Here are some of the letters these folks in “Main 
Street” have written: 


> A WOMAN IN COLORADO SPRINGS, Colo.: “A 
young man and his girl were driving when a car passed 
them and turned across the street. A bunch of hood- 
lums jumped out, pulled the man from his car, beat 
him until he became a hospital case. When appre- 
hended they said they knew neither the boy nor the 
girl, but had seen a show of a gang in action—and liked 
it. ... Who are the real criminals . . . those who com- 
mit the crimes or those who bombard the youthful 
mind with hypnotic stories of crime, sex, evil of every 
kind?” 


> A MAN IN NEW YORK: “In my neighborhood, a 
dozen ‘boys’ (18-21) stoned a house, smashed every 
window, then pelted the owner with stones when he 
rushed out... . They didn’t have anything against the 
man—they didn’t even know him. They pleaded: “We 
just didn’t have anything else to do.’ ” 


> A WOMAN IN CALIFORNIA: “. . . My son was the 
victim of a cruel and vicious beating by a youthful 


gang. The most puzzling aspect .. . was the attitude 
of the police. . . . Every excuse was made for the 
gang.” 

> A TEACHER IN TEXAS: “In a recent case involving 
theft of an automobile by a 13-year-old boy . . . he 
said he acquired the “know how’. . . from a comic 
book. . .. What do you think about a thorough investi- 
gation of comic books?” 

> A POLICE COMMISSIONER in Maryland: “It is my 
feeling that great harm results from dramatization 
of crime stories on radio, TV and in the movies. That 
ts evidenced by crime statistics . . .” . 

> A MOTHER IN BOSTON: “No. | cause is obscene 
literature on newsstands, the so-called ‘funnies,’ along 


‘with questionable TV shows and films stressing vio- 


lence. ... We are concerned about it here.” 


> A BUSINESSMAN IN CINCINNATI: “Radio and TV 
. have a big audience among children. It would 
seem that conscientious sponsors . . . would place the 
good of children before profits. . . . Contributors to 
juvenile delinquency must be stopped.” 
> A MAN IN TEXAS: “Will you please not fail to look 
into every phase of the activities of the liquor and 
movie industries?” 
> A WOMAN IN NEW JERSEY: “Parents who are try- 
ing to bring up their children to be upright Americans 
are baffled and disgusted . . .” 


> A MOTHER IN TRENTON, N.J.: “Senator, if you are 
going to try to make decent citizens of our children 
you will have to start from the top and work down.” 


> A MAN IN SAN FRANCISCO: “A block from a Boys 
Club are a number of bars. You will not find one bar 
where there are not two or three young children—with 
their mothers.” 

> A WOMAN IN FLORIDA: “You may find some of 
your answers if you look for delinquent parents. Let's 
start at the bottom by passing a federaf divorce law— 
with teeth in it.” 


> FROM A ‘DESPERATE’ MOTHER in Virginia: “I am 
the desperate mother of a 16-year-old boy. . . . Get 
at this job as soon as you can.” This mother is afraid, 
she wrote, that her son is going to commit a crime. 
She bought him a car “to keep him from stealing some- 
one else’s.” Now he stays out all night with older 
boys, hangs out in restaurants. She wishes states would 
not license young drivers. “I hate to admit defeat in 
raising my son,” she wrote, “but 1 am not alone.” 


> A MOTHER IN PASADENA: “I can sum up the prob- 
lem like this: The average parent does nothing for the 
mind of his child—he gives him nothing of himself . . .” 


> A WOMAN IN NEW JERSEY: “We need respect for 
the Golden Rule, for law. . . . What children need 
most today is the old-fashioned hair-brush.” 

> A WOMAN IN WASHINGTON, D.C.: “Today, juven- 
iles are left too much to their own devices. I consider 
our recreation centers, as they are now run, hotbeds 
of crime. . . . No school-age children should be roam- 
ing around in gangs in the parks after 10 o'clock at 
night.” 


p> A MOTHER IN OHIO: “Young people do not have 


enough to do. I have observed all my life that those 
who had to work when they were young are most 
successful and the best citizens when they are grown.” 


> A PROBATION OFFICER in New Jersey: “Your re- 
port probably will show juvenile delinquency is the 
result of interacting forces of progressive education 
combined with unsettled economic conditions. Add to 
this the general feeling of the people that the only 
crime is being caught, and you have a rough idea of 
what we are facing.” 


How ‘Task Forces’ Will Work 


WISE OBSERVER told me recently that what this 
program needs, first of all, is the voice of the 
people. Only the people themselves can put their 

own house in order and exert the proper kind of pres- 
suré to get things done. 

Well, if initial public response to our plans is an 
indication, we are off to a good start. 

In the days ahead we are going to hear testimony 
from two main sources. These are fact-finding groups 
which we call “task forces.” 

The NATIONAL TASK FORCES will consist of experts 
in various fields (such as juvenile detention homes and 
training schools) and in such problems as the impact 
of television, radio and comic-book crime stories on 
the young mind. 

The LOCAL TASK FORCES will be made up of com- 
munity leaders who have a vital stake in problems of 
juvenile delinquency in their own towns. 

We will also hear reports from our own teams of 


trained investigators. They will make firsthand ob- 


servations of local problems and will work hand in 
glove with the local task forces. 

In this way we hope to lay the situation bare for 
public attention and action and to bring the best minds 
in America to bear on this intricate subject. 

As we begin our public hearings with testimony 
from national leaders, and then swing into the first 
city-phase of conditions as they are in Washington, 
we will need—above everything else—the dedication 
and inspiration of a devoted American people. *

AY you're out of doors on a cleay, calm 

‘winter night A 15° cold nips your 

ears. But you're bundled up, and you 

don’t feel uncomfortable — except 
around your ankles. 

You'd probably feel a lot colder if you 
knew what the weather is really like down 
there. 

The fact is: temperature at the ground is 
likely to be almost as cold as that in the 
polar regions. 

The reverse could be true in summer. On 
a clear, hot day, when the temperature is at 
a seasonable 85°, you may be wading around 
in a sizzling 170° layer of heat. 


6 Inches of ‘Weather’ 


REMARKABLE brand of weather 
; around your ankles is being explored 
by scientists today. 

They call it microclimate. 

Microclimate is a six-inch “layer of 
weather” on tcp of the ground. There is as 
much difference between that and the 
weather around your ears as there is be- 
tween the climate of New Jersey and Florida. 

What weather scientists are learning about 
microclimate today may directly affect your 
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TEMPERATURE: Rutgers’ Prof. Havens (see story) 
finds microclimate temperature, at ground, reads 
98°, “regular weather" thermometer, at top, 83°. 


life tomorrow. It may mean: 
@ More food for our dinner tables. 
@ Better weather protection for your home. 

Important research into this ankle-deep 
weather is being done by two specialists in 
climatology at Rutgers University here: Prof. 
Erwin R. Biel and Assistant Prof. A. Vaughn 
Havens. They find: 

@ There are great differences in tempera- 
ture between the five-foot level (where all 
“regular weather” observations are taken) 
and the ground level. 

@ Microclimate—for the purpose of raising 
crops, at least—can be controlled. 

@ The wind might be 30 miles an hour at 
your head, only 2 mph at your feet; the 
humidity 60% at six feet, 95% at the ground. 
@ In this “plant climate,” as it is some- 
times called, plants in the critical seedling 
stage grow in severe temperatures. Last July, 
for example, the ground temperature in a 
New Jersey area was above 100° for 14 days 
without a break. Yet during that period, 
head-level temperature never touched 100°. 

Strange things can happen in this ankle- 
deep weather belt. For instance: 

One morning, a tomato grower near here 
went out to look at his plants. It was late 
in the season and the final crop was ready 
for picking. The air was crisp, but consid- 
erably above freezing. 

When the farmer took a close look at his 
plants he gasped in dismay. Row on row of 
tomatoes were blackened and withered, as 
though blighted by frost. 

The grower called up the Rutgers Farm 
Crops Department and described what had 
happened. There had been no frost, he said 
—at least not according to his thermometer, 
which had showed temperatures close to 40 
and above. 

“Couldn't be frost,” the grower said. 

“Oh, yes, it could,” said the farm crops 
expert. “We'll come out to your place today 
and tell you why.” 


Frost Killed Them 


EN THE EXPERT visited the farm later 
he brought with him one of the micro- 
climate research specialists. He ¢x- 

plained to the grower why frosty tempera- 
tures—that didn’t show up on the grower's 
thermometer—had killed his tomatoes. 

Air at plant level cools first, he said. In 
this case, certain conditions sent the tem- 
perature below freezing, even though the 
temperature at head level was safely above it. 

Here are ways, say the Rutgers specialists, 
in which microclimate may be controlled to 
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take some of the risks out of raising crops: 


1, When soils get too hot, for instance, a . 


grower can dust it with white chalk. That 
causes the surface to reflect the sun’s heat, 
throwing it back into the air. 

2, Or, suppose a late spring snow lies too 
long on your garden plot. Dusting it with 
a dark substance—wood ashes, ground char- 
coal, etc.—would cause the surface to absorb 
the sun’s rays and melt the snow. 


Will Save Crops 


NOTHER important fact about microcli- 
mate is this: it can’t exist in places 
where wind keeps the air stirred up. 

On some California fruit farms, huge fans 
driven by airplane engines are used to stir 
the air. This destroys the microclimate and 


averts danger of frost. 

Microclimate specialists believe their 
studies may some day make weather less of 
a bugaboo for the farmer. 

They may be able to tell a cattle raiser, for 
example, whether it is safer to raise clover or 
alfalfa for pasturage. 

They may be able to advise the farmer who 
raises vegetables to be processed as “frozen 
foods.” These must be harvested in their 
prime. To time the harvest right, a grower 
must know something about microclimate 
and its control. 

Do you want to build your home on a 
windy hilltop or in a sheltered valley? The 
microclimate expert will be able to tell you 
what the climate will be at foundation level. 
That will help you weatherproof your home 
from the bottom up.

$80,000) and that henceforth she would live 
in Connecticut, Rita flew East with her two 
girls and fourth husband. 

So much for $5,000 a week. 

Another time, Rita was seeing Europe with 
Ted Stauffer, a Swiss band-leader who was 
later to marry Hedy LaMarr.
